Rabbi Silver Elected by Z.0.A.; Budget 
1,700,000; Face Crucial Period

ATLANTIC CITY—The Zionist Organization of America em- 
barked on one of its most crucial periods in its history headed by an 
electrifying personality, Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, Rabbi Silver was 


elected by acclamation. He succeeds Dr. Israel Goldstein. 


The convention closed after hearing Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
president of the World Zionist Organization, criticize in sarcasm 


reaching almost to contempt the recent action of the Labor Govern. 
ment. 


BRITAIN USING U.S. TO COVER BROKEN PLEDGES 


Dr. Silver, in his first address as President of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, accused the British government of maneuver- 
ing “our government into joining an action which will involve it in 
moral responsibility without granting it corresponding autonomy. 
America will now be used to cover Great Britain’s broken pledges and 
to act as a smoke screen for the betrayal of our people. What has 
been projected is a disservice both to America and the Jewish peo- 
ple,” he said. 

Charging that the Jewish people “were slaughtered by our ene- 
mies and betrayed by our friends,” Dr. Silver declared that “many 
of the six million Jews who perished might have been saved. We 
cannot even tend their graves. There are no graves and so we turned 
our attention to the survivors and to the future of our people. We 
were hoping, now that the war was over and the military exigencies 
no longer existed that these would be speedily saved.” : 

Outlining a political program for the coming year, the new ZOA 
president brought the delegates to their feet when he urged “abso. 
lute non-cooperation” with the Anglo-American Joint Commission of 
Inquiry. “We cannot be bound by the findings of such commission,” 
he warned, adding that “the executive committee of the World Zionist 
Organization will have to determine whether, in view of the palpable 
insincerity of the entire project, it can in any way cooperate with it.” 

Indicative of the fighting mood of the delegates was adoption of 
a $51,700,000 budget including $40,000,000 for the Jewish National 
Fund for purchasing 500,000 dunams of land in Palestine 


WOULD REDUCE PALESTINE TO ANOTHER GHETTO 


Following Dr. Silver’s talk, the convention adopted a series of 
resolutions charging Britain with “directing the discontent of the 
Arabs” into “anti-Zionist and anti-Jewish channels” to serve the ends 
of British imperialism, and accusing the British Labor Government 
of “flagrant violation” of party plidges and of “wilful and palpable 
fraud in proposing yet another study and yet another commission.” 
The United States government, the resolutions stated, was “lendin: 
itself to this chicanery.” At the same time Great Britain was accused 
or seeking to reduce Palestine “to another ghetto” and of driving 
the “loyal Jewish population of Palestine to active resistance in de- 
fense of their right and position.” The convention went on record in 
the resolutions as denying the existence and recognition of any “legal 
barrier to the right of Jews freely to settle in Palestine and to rebuild 
a Jewish state.” 


Dr. Silver who is President of the Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis was elected as an American member of the World Zionist 
Executive at the recent World Zionist Conference held in London. 
Spiritual head of The Temple of Cleveland, the newly elected 52 year 
old Zionist President during the first World War served as a repre- 
sentative of the United States government in France and was decor- 
ated by the French government for conspicuous service. 

Daniel Frisch of Indianapolis, Ind., was re-elected Chairman ot 
the Administrative Council, the ruling body of the organization be- 
tween Conventions; Abraham Goodman of New York was again 
elected Treasurer and Dr. Harry Friedenwald of Baltimore, Md.. as 
Honorary Vice President.

est engagement in my experience as a war cor- 
respondent. 

On the corner of Allenby Road and Bialik 
Street, British soldiers had erected a barricade 
of barbde wire. Flocks of children, from six 
of barbed wire. Flocks of children, from six 
to 14, inched up the street, and began to hurl 
rocks. The soldiers huddled close to the walls, 
half angered and half amused by their ’teen- 
age adversaries. 

Occasionally some embittered paratrooper, 
dodging rocks would rush out into the street, 
point a gun at the kids and yell at the top of 
his lungs. 

The kids, who by this time had set up their 
own barricade, yelled back just as challeng- 
ingly and continued hurling stones. All around 
the affray, from balconies and roofs in the 
neighborhood, people watched this battle of in- 
fants. 

Presently an angry exasperated soldier picked 
up one of the stones received on his side, and 
hurled it back at the boys. This barrage went 
on until several truck loads of reinforcements 
arrived. They formed up in Allenby Road, 
named after the British general who liberated 
Palestine in the last war, and then they ad- 
vanced to the intersection of Allenby Road and 
Bialik Street, named for the great Hebrew poet 
(Chaim Nachman Bialik, who died a few years 
ago). 

Two rows of helmeted police, armed with 
sticks and their shields, were backed up now 
by several rows of paratroopers with tommy- 
guns. Slowly the little army of the children of 
Israel faded before this show of might. The 
kids scattered into vacant lots or dived into 
the cellars of nearby houses.

For ‘2 few moments 
the children withdrew, but as the soldiers be- 
gan to retire they again swarmed into the in- 
tersection, recapturing it from the military and 
constabulary.

ae Roper Organization, reported in an analysis of the results of an Elmo 

Roper poll released at the Z.O.A. convention in a joint statement by Senator Robert 

wagner of New York and Senator Robert Taft of Ohio revealing that 89.75% of 
erican Jews are united behind the Zionist program. 

Speaking at the conference of the Unity Committee for Palestine at the Annual 
Convention of the Zionist Organization of America, Dr. Stern disclosed that 3,330 
interviews made throughout the country were for the main purpose “to find out 
what percentage of American Jewry is in favor of the establishment of a Jewish 
State in Palestine, what percentage is opposed to the idea, and how many have not 
yet made up their mind as to this problem. 


Two QUESTIONS ASKED 

“The answer to this question was found by presenting two statements—the one 
in favor, the other opposed to the establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine. 
Here is the wording which was submited to respondents. First, “A Jewish State in 
palestine is a good thing for the Jews, and every possible effort should be made 
to establish Palestine as a Jewish State or Commonwealth for those who want to 
settle there.” Second, “Jews are a religious group only and not a nation and it 
would be bad for the Jews to try to set up a Jewish State in Palestine or anywhere 
else,” the speaker reported. 

Dr. Stern further disclosed that “the result found was that 80.1% of our re- 
spondents favor the establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine, 10.5% were op- 

sed to it, while 9.4% were undecided. 

“The most impressive fact is that this relationship stays constant in all break- 
downs of the population in all parts of the country, in large cities and small towns, 
among young and old, men and women, wealthy and poor. Nowhere does this pro- 
portion change in any significant way. While the pro-Palestine voters with their 
big majority always corresponded completely to the total composition of the Jewish 
population, in the small groups of opponents and undecided, we found some pe- 
culiarities. In the group opposing the Jewish State, we found a high proportion of 
people of the upper economic level. Among those who do not attend any religious 


services, we found equally a higher number of opponents to the Jewish State. ad 
of undecided. 

“However these fluctuations taking part within small minority groups do not 
influence the total in which we found that through all walks of life there was always 
an 80% majority decided in favor of a Jewish State in Palestine. 

ANTI-ZIONIST FIGURE ‘UNUSUALLY LOW’ 

“The percentage of undecided (9.4%) is unusually low for so complex a ques- 
tion as was used and all reports of our interviewers show that the vote was taken 
with very few exceptions without any hesitation, proving that American Jewry has 
given considerable thought to the problem and has made up its mind,” the speaker 
said. 

The anti-Zionist activities of the “Council for American Jewry” were sharply 
attacked at the same session by leaders of the Unity Committee for Palestine, a body 
comprising more than a thousand rabbis and scholars and other leaders of Ameri- 
can Jewish life throughout the country . 

Dr. Felix Levy of Chicago, President of the College of Jewish Studies of that 
city, who presided, declared that “support of Zionist aspirations is the key to peace 
at the cross-roads of the world, the Middle-East. No matter what the slick propa- 
gandists of the anti-Zionist groups may claim, the cold fact of the matter is that 
the Jews come to Palestine bearing peace and democracy.” 

NEAR EAST CONFLICT FORESHADOWS 3RD WORLD WAR 

Referring to the present political situation in relation to the Middle-East, Dr. 
Levy said that “the Middle-East is a mass of conflicting vested interests. Zionists 
have only one interest—the good life for all people. The spectacle of double-talk 
and double-dealing we are now witnessing in the Middle-East is a complete be- 
trayal of the purposes for which the United Nations avowedly fought this war—~ 
and make no mistake about it, itis an ominous shadow of a third world war now 
in the making. 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, ZOA President, another speaker, said: 

“Zionism is democratic Jewish unity. It is not totalitarian 99.9% unity but it 
does represent 90% of the will and sentiment of the Jewish people. Considering that 
many great American issues have been decided by 51% or 53% majority, the figure 
of 90% represents as great an achievement in democratie unity as can be found 
among any people in the world.”

ARABS WANT ASSURANCE 
JEWS DON'T HAVE ATOMIC BOMB

NEW YORK—Prof. Mordecai M. Kaplan declared here that 
his new prayer book is “not authoritative”, because “there is no 
authoritative form of Jewish worship”, adressing the New York 
Association of Reform Rabbis at the Hotel Taft. 

“My group,” he continued, “uses this book because it fills their 
needs. But other groups may need other kinds of prayers”. He 
called Judaism “a religion of religions”; just as “America, in Louis 
Adamic’s words, is a nation of nations”. Kaplan stressed differ- 
ent Jewish “religions” might be valid for different people. ‘The 
time has come to normalize pluralism in Jewish life’. 

Answering a question by non-Zionist Rabbi Perilman of Temple 
Emanu-El, he asserted, “Reconstructionists are Zionists, certainly. 
But you don’t have to be a Reconstructionist to be a good Jew.” 

He called Orthodox Judaism “essentially unlivable”’, and 
charged that by traditional law Sabbath violation had to be “physi- 
cally punished”. Equally critical of reform Judaism, he accused 
the Union Prayer Book of hedging on the “chosen people.” Much 
of its Hebrew, he said, is not frankly translated into English. In 
the Hebrew the Jews are “chosen”; in the English that word is 
not used. He suggested this discrepancy might hint secrecy to 
some; and could be used by anti-Semites. 

“Reconstructionists”, Dr. Kaplan concluded, “have “frankly

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The Truth About the Powerful, Secret Jewish Army 


Why Palestine Jews Do Not Share The Panic of Washington And London: They Are Jewish ‘Minute Men’ 


By VICTOR BIENSTOCK 

ACK IN 1776, General Braddock’s Red-coats ran afoul a determined band of 
American Minute Men at Lexington and Concord and a professional British 
Army suffered ignominious defeat at the hands of exasperated, aroused civilians. The 
Minute Men, who struck this blow for their liberty, were not trained soldiers, but 
peace-loving farmers and townspeople organized in a patriot militia which numbered 
16,000 in Massachusetts colony. They were not soldiers at arms, but when the call 

came, they seized their muskets and went into battle. 

Today, as the British Government pours troops into Palestine, its military chiefs 
view with misgivings the existence in the Holy Land of another army of minute men 
—-this time peaceable Jewish farmers and townspeople—organized on the same lines 
as their prototypes 170 years ago, but numbering by British estimate, between 60 
and 75,000 well-armed men and women. 

This is the Jewish underground army which has developed over many decades 
from the small number of “ghaffirs’ (watchmen) whom the Turks permitted to 
carry arms to protect the little Jewish settlements in Palestine from marauders. 

* * * 

THIS DEFENSIVE FORCE, the Hagana, must today be considered the most 
powerful military organization in the vast area between the Libyan Desert and the 
Persian Gulf, except for the numerous and powerful British Army installations 
throughout the Middle East. This force is not a standing army, but an emergency 
call to arms over its own secret radio network can mobilize a fairly powerful arm- 
ored mobile force in almost any part of Palestine within a matter of hours and can 
bring 50,000 highly trained men and women soldiers to their designated mobiliza- 
tion centers within 48 hours. 

This secret army is the principal reason why Jews in Palestine do not share 
the panic manifest in London and Washington about an aroused Arab world de- 
scending on Palestine in a holy war to drive the Jews out. The Hagana youths who 
spearheaded the British force of 800 men which routed the Iraqi “army” when it 
turned against the British in 1941, who served as scouts in the invasion of Syria or 
who comprised the late General Orde Wingate’s special night squads which de- 
stroyed the Arab terrorist bands sabotaging the oil pipelines during the 1936-39 re- 
volt, know the strength of these forces and aren’t worried by them. 

This underground army is well-armed. The British credit it with an armory 
of almost 100,000 rifles, sub-machine guns, machine-guns, mortars, anti-tank guns 
and artillery. Palestine industries, which produced thé bulk of the supply of land- 
mines which General Montgomery’s Eighth Army used at El Alamein, and huge 
stores of munitions for British forces throughout the Middle East, have been able 
to stock dumps with all the munitions the secret army will ever need. 

* * * 

AND THIC ARMY is well-trained and highly disciplined. An estimated 26,000 
of its members have seen service in this war with the British and Allied Armies. 
Its men know well the use ofall the modern implements of war. 

And, paradoxically, it was the British themselves who gave this army the basic 
training in commando warfare which British military authorities now consider the 
gravest danger they face in Palestine. 

It all happened back when Field Marshal Von Rommel stood at the gates of 
Alexandria and British GHQ was busy writing off Egypt and most of Palestine. 
British strategy called for a retreat of British forces from Egypt to new defensive 
positions in Palestine in the desert between Jerusalem and the Dead Sea. (In Pal- 
estine a year ago I saw British engineers busy blasting these fortifications.) 





While the British held Rommel at this desert line, guerrilla bands were toh 
his rear, cutting communications, destroying supplies, etc. These bands w ara 
be composed largely of Jewish volunteers.

CORE AND BACKBONE of the Hagana is the ultra-secret “Palmakt,” a mobile 
armored force with Palestine-made armored vehicles equivalent to light tanks, The 
Palmakt’s equipment is strategically distributed in hideouts throughout the count 
and the force can be speedily mobilized and brought into action. The British pe 
mate its strength as more than three battalions. 

The British authorities are also concerned about the Jewish fishing fleet which 
puts out from the Mediterranean coast. They are afraid that these vessels, manned 
by Jewish sailors, could be used to mine coastal waters to prevent the very substan 
tial British Naval Force anchored off Palestine from interferring with the landing 
of Jewish immigrants. 

No one expects this Jewish army to declare war on the British and to attack 
British forces. But there is little doubt that it will fight to prevent the British from 
disarming it and it will fight to restrain the British from forcibly preventing the 
immigration of Jews without entry permits. It will not engage in large-scale open 
clashes with the British but will cut lines of communication, destroy Supply dumps 
and in general make things difficult for them. 

As one British officer commented: “If there’s going to be real trouble with the 
Jews in Palestine, it will be like Dublin in 1920 and Athens in 1944,”

who is with the Marines and is a Los 
Angeles boy who used to be president of the 
Hillel Council in Los Angeles City College. 

It seems he has been thinking a great deul 
about the matter of being a Jew in a world 
that’s so unfair in its judgments. 

“As a service man I can see what ‘Jew’ 
means from my contacts with other service 
men all over the country. What I have be- 
lieved all along is true: It is what a man is 
and does that counts.” 

Yes, that’s the way it is except when a man 
happen to be a Jew, as 
Pharmacist’s Mate Dan- 
iel Kenneth Greene, has 
found. 

“If a man is no good 
and he is Jewish, we 
really hear about it,” he 
says. “Because a man’s 
name is Goldstein in- 
stead of O’Brien and 

they both do something 
wrong, the Jew always hears about it. .. 
As far as I can see it is a matter of ignorance 
and jealousy on the part of some Gentiles. 
Other Gentiles hear the rot and believe it and 
pass it on.” 

Being so young, Dan Greene is just finding 
out something that we old-timers in the world 
have known and suffered ever so long. It’s 
what every Jew learns if he lives long enough. 
After that he continuously burns against the 
injustice of the human race and gets to feel 
messianic as he ponders upon ways by which 
the human race might be improved. 

By the light of this flame he may become 
a social worker who thinks that if people 
could be made more comfortable they might 
become more just in their judgments of their 
neighbors. Or he becomes a Reform rabbi 
who takes upon himself a mission for broth- 
erhood. 

Or he is a citizen who, in the off-hours from 
his business, is an eager man in liberal groups 
that are out to do something for justice to 
the Negro who is another guy who has a hard 
time of it in an unfriendly world. 

Or, if he is a rich man, he devotes some of 
his wealth to causes that have to do with mak- 
ing a better world out of this; or, if his wealth 
is nothing more tangible than ideals, he be- 
longs to friendly relations committees. 

If he is a columnist he is always writing 
about brotherhood which is his favorite word. 

And if he is Daniel Kenneth Greene he looks 
up to the stars hopefully toward a dawning 
new day. 

(In my own town there are any number of 
Jews who carry the messianic mission in the 
hours when they aren’t busy with their work 
of making a living. They take time out to 
attend meeings of people who are striving to- 
ward the mountain-top.) 





* * * 


WHAT I AM TRYING to say rather proudly 
is that the injustice of anti-Semitism has made 
decent human beings out of a lot of us. It 
has educated us toward civilization. It has 
given us compassion for all the mistreated of 
mankind; compassion is the noblest attribute 


of civilized man. 

Oh, it’s a great joke on the anti-Semites. 
Their purpose is to degrade Jews to abysmal 
inferiority but the pain they inflict has served 
to elevate many Jews to civilized rank as 
people who suffer by reason of other human 
beings unjustly treated. They feel brotherly. 

I have in mind the relocated Japanese-Amer- 
icans who in the recent years have come for 
refuge and a living in our town. Despised and 
unwanted elsewhere in town, they have found 
a friendly welcome in the Jewish neighbor- 
hood in which several hundred of them reside. 

How could a Jew turn away another human 
being who has suffered because of the in- 
heritance of his birth? What Jew could un- 
justly scorn one of the brotherhood of man 
because of his race? What Jew could behave 
like an anti-Semite and wrap all of one group 
in one bundle of his contempt? 

Thanks to anti-Semites for assisting us to- 
ward the high rank of civilized human beings. 
Sure, it’s the hard way of being educated but 
then education isn’t ever easy. It’s the best 
education that produces a beter man. Jews 
should like to see their enemies come to the 
Same education not by persecution but by the 
grace of the spirit which is of their Chris- 
tianity. It’s awfully discouraging to see how 
little they have been able to learn even after 
2,000 years of Chrisian teaching. 

(Here are the Poles who remain uneducated 
even after an experience of persecution and 
death which you’d think would, by compas- 
sion, have elevated them to the noblest height 
of civilized man.) 

* * * 

ALL THIS IS NOT TO SAY that all Jews 
have been educated by dreadful experience. 
Goodness no! It is sad to say that some of us 
behave like other people who haven’t learned 
anything from adversity and don’t know that 
the score is all against the underprivileged and 
oppressed. 

But the large number of Jews may look 
down upon the anti-Semite: ‘Thanks, little 
man, for having helped me toward social ed- 
ucation. Pushing me around, you have sue 
ceeded in pushing me up among the more 
civilized in whom compassion is their finest 
grace. 

“Poor little man! I’m so sorry for you. You 
have so degraded yourself. You have been on 
the earth 2,000 years and remain the little 
man who gets more misshapen all the time— 
a litle man who looks more and more crooked 
in the light. 

“Why don’t you come along with me toward 
the mountain-top of the brotherhood? Poor, 
ignorant, dirty little man! I don’t like to look 
down on people, but you are so little and so 
far below the elevation to which your exer- 
tions have pushed me. Come along with me.” 

I give all this to Dan Greene who, being 
young, is discouraged. Yes, Dan Greene, let 
us be strong in the faith of men who from 
injustice have learned to be just and from 
hate have learned to be compassionate and 
in enforced ghettoes have learned to aspire 
toward brotherhood.

What Foods These Morsels Be

AVE you ever wondered why the Thanksgiving Bird was 
dubbed with such a foreign name? Most people are glad to 
eat it and all the “trimmin’s” without even asking such a question. 

But there’s a story in that name and you ought to know it: 

It all dates back to Columbus’ voyage of discovery. For when 
he and his crew landed in what they thought was the fabulous In- 
dia, they found many strange, new things. Among them was a 
big feathered thing with bright red wattles and spotted tail feath- 
ers, a really strange bird. The linguist of the crew, Luis de Torres, 
said the bird resembled the Tukki mentioned in the Bible. Well, 
Tukki sounded like Turkey. And it has remained Turkey to this 
very day. That’s one theory. Another story is that “indik” sounds 
like “Indian”, and the turkey was called “indik” by the Jews 
when it was introduced into European countries in the early 16th 
century. Or, was it named Turkey because it wears a bright red 
fez? 

Try This: 

Dressing for Thanksgiving Turkey. 

8 slices stale white bread 's to 42 cup chicken fat 

1, medium potato 12 teaspoon poultry seasoning 
1 teaspoon salt or dry sage 

2 teaspoon salt 1 tablespoon brown sugar 

1 tablespoon onion juice Grated rind of 1 lemon 

% lb. prunes, soaked and pitted 

Dice the bread as for croutons. Dry out in oven till nicely 
browned. Grate the raw potato, add salt and onion juice. Beat 
egs slightly and stir in together with the croutons. Add pitted 
prunes, whole or halves, and stir in the seasonings. Heat the ren- 
dered chicken fat and fold in while hot. Let the dressing cool be- 
fore stuffing the turkey. This amount of dressing is sufficient for 
a 10 to 14-lb. bird. Proceed as for stuffing chicken or goose, sew- 
ing up the neck and opening.

Glazed Pineapple-Prune Rings: 

1 tall can sliced pineapple (8 slices) 
8 whole soaked, pitted prunes 
4 tablespoons brown sugar 

Drain pineapple and dust with flour or fine cracker

Place a soaked, pitted prune in the center of each slice, cover 
generously with brown sugar patted down. Slip under the broiler 
flame 10 minutes before serving, allowing the sugar to melt evenly 
and remove to top shelf of oven. May be served cold.

oe of Cesare Lombroso, 
alienist and _ criminoligist. 
Lombroso’s name is chiefly con- 
nected with two theories. First, 
that genuis is a peculiar, psy- 
chical form of larvate 
NOV. 18, epilepsy, and second, 
1835 that there is a degen- 
erate class of human 
beings, distinguished by anatom- 
ical and psychical characteristics, 
who are born with criminal in- 
stincts and who represent a re- 
version to a very primitive form 
of humanity. In his theory of 
the born criminal, Lombroso rec- 
ognizes crime as a phenomenon 
of degeneration, and places the 
criminal among those abnormal 
types of the human species, which, 
according to their development, 
are either defective or excessive, 
that is they become on one hand 
idiots or criminals; on the other, 
saints, martys, altruists, revolu- 
tionists, artists and poets. The 
effect of this theory was felt 
chiefly in the field of criminal 
jurisprudence and gave rise to 
a distinct science—criminal an- 
thropology. Lombroso was orig- 
inally destined for Jewish and 
cognate studies. He came from 
a family of rabbis and Jewish 
scholars but his Hebraic studies 
were followed by studies in medi- 
cine at Padua, Paris, and Vienna, 
and from the beginning of these 
studies he showed an especial 
preference for the study of in- 
sanity, leading later to his theo- 
ries on criminology.

Death of Isaac Marcus Jost, 
German-Jewish historian. He 
was born into a family of elev- 

en children, most of 

NOV. 20, whom died in their in- 

1860 fancy, and spent a 
youth amid poverty. 

He did so well in his studies that 
his benefactor, Israel Jacobson, 
wanted him to become a preach- 
er. This he refused to do be- 
cause he believed that the task 
of modern Judaism lay not in a 
Reform Synagogue service but ra- 
ther in the improvement of edu- 
cation. Having himself suffered 
from the lack of system that 
characterized the Yeshivoth, Jost 
took the greatest interest in ped- 
agogics, and his earliest literary 
work was devoted to the writing 
of text books. Among his many 
literary works was his edition of 
the Mishnah with vocalized text, 
German translation in Hebrew 
characters and Hebrew commen- 
tary. He appeared repeatedly as 
an apologist of Judaism against 
political reactionaries and de- 
tractors of rabbinic literature. 
When Jost published his first his- 
torical work Jewish historiogra- 
phy was still in its infancy. He 
thus is a forerunner to Heinrich 
Gratz, the noted Jewish historian.

Death of Solomon bon Joshua 


Maimon, philosophical writer. If 
not a happy youth, he at least 


had an interesting one. 
NOV. 22, He was married at 12 
1800 and at the age of 14 
was a father. Be- 
cause of the perpetual quarrels 
he had with his mother-in-law 
and the disagreements with his 
townfolk he left for Berlin where 
he came in contact with Moses 
Mendelssohn. It was the latter 
who recognized him as a profound 
thinker and took him under his 
protection. However, even Yen- 
delssohn abandoned him because 
of his habits of intemperance and 
eynicism which scandalized his 
protectors. In his writings Mai- 
mon censures the rabbis for hav- 
ing burdened the people with 
minute prescriptions and cere- 
monies, but praises their high 
moral standards. According to 
Solomon Maimon the Cabala is 
practically a modified Spinozism, 
in which not only is the world 
in general explained as having 
proceeded from the concentration 
of the divine essence, but every 
species of being is derived from 
a special divine attribute. God, 
being the ultimate substance and 
the ultimate cause, is called “En 
Sof” because He cannot be predi- 
cated by Himself. However, in 
relation to infinite beings, positive 
attributes were applied to Him, 
and these attributes were reduced 
by the cabalists to ten—the ten 
sefiroth. The ten “circles” cor- 
respond to the ten Aristotelian 
categories without which nothing 
can be conceived.

The results of the Roper Poll 
on the belief of the 5,000,000 
Jews of the U. S. on Zionism, 
will be hailed as a complete vic- 
tory by the Zionists everywhere, 
and just such it is. However, be- 
fore attempts are made by the 
anti-Zionists to attack the re- 
sults, I think the full background 
should be given. 

The poll was made by a so- 
called Hausman Foundation. I 
don’t even know if the name is 
spelled correctly. I never heard 
of the Hausman Foundation 
(which doesn’t necessarily mean 
too much). Mr. Hausman is a 
member of the United Palestine 
Appeal, which indicates that he 
is a Zionist. 

I was told by a leading official 
of the Committee on Unity of 
the Zionist Organization of 
America that had the poll’s re- 
sults been adverse, the figures 
would never have been made 
public, which also was to be ex- 
pected. I didn’t like the fact that 
after The Post had _ published 
the fact two weeks ago that the 
Unity Committee was behind the 
poll, technically it wasn’t, and as 
part of the Z. O. A. still techni- 
cally it wasn’t, but in actuality it 
did know all about the poll, and 
our figures of eighty per cent 
published two ago were 
accurate and were Known at the 
time to the Unity Committee.

fact when the figures leaked out 
to The Post, a check-up was 
made to try to find out where 
our figures came from. Mean- 
while an official of the Unity 
Commiitee wrote me that the

But since the poll was con- 
ducted by the Roper organiza- 
tion, there is no question about 


its authenticity. The two ques- 
tions asked were wholly honest 
and aimed at eliciting a fair re- 
ply. | am not enough of a suu- 
dent of this type of public ovis 
ion poll to be able to say whe- 
ther the 3,300 people asked aie 
large enough to give a complete 
picture of the whole U. S. Jew- 
ish community, but I assume it 
is, for certainly had the figure 
noi been inclusive enough a wid- 
er poll would have been con- 
ducted, because even a 75 per 
cent showing would have been a 
great Zionist victory. 

The poll showed, Rabbi 
Schwartzman told me, that 70 
per cent of the Reform Jews are 
in favor of a Jewish state. That 
is hard to believe, and if any 
part of the poll would be subject

The Post objects to 
the practice which Grossingers 
follow, as do other resorts, of 
conducting services on the High 
Holidays and at Passover in or- 
der to lure the vacationer away 
from regular services at home, 
and will continue to criticise the 
resorts for placing their own 
business above the welfare of 
Judaism.

While speaking of advertisers, 
we have had two complaints 
about the Ford advertising we 
publish.

There is a rich field of endeavor 
for a purely Jewish war veterans’ 
organization if it takes the time 
to investigate rather than indulge 
in the pompous parades that Mr. 
Zieman dislikes. 

I do not know the racial pro- 
portion of the memberships of 
veterans’ organizations, neither do 
I presume to speak for Jewish 
servicemen but I do not think it 
undemocratic for Jewish war vet- 
erans to have their own organ- 
izations. 

Some day we may have non- 
sectarian organizations. However, 
I think that that day will only 
come when the Gentile world will 
take the initiative of breaking 
down the Ghetto walls which it 
has, itself, erected.

Reader Tells of Tragedy 


Of David Stern 
Editor, The Jewish Post, 

David Stern was a farmer and 
Jewish Teacher in Hungary, liv- 
ing quietly on his little farm near 
the Russian border and raising a 
family of eight children. 

In 1940 he came to the States 
and in February 1941 the Na- 
tional Refugee Committee sent 
him to Indianapolis. 

A man of very orthodox spirit, 
observing the Sabbath and every 
holiday to the utmost, it was 
very difficult to place him. But 
Goodman’s of the National Hos- 
iery Mills gave him a chance. 
This was where I first met him 
and we two, together with the 
late Leo Bass, became partners 
and friends. 


He worked with me at night at 
the “National” and during the 
morning he was Schammes at the 
Central Hebrew Congregation 
and in between he killed chickens. 
I don’t know how many other odd 
jobs he did on the side. 

He had only one thought on his 
mind: To bring his family over 
here; to raise enough money to 
pay by himself for everything 
connected with the immigration 
of his wife and eight kids. 

Goodman’s and all of his 
friends did everything to help 
make out the affidavits required 
for so large a family and just 
on the day the papers were 
okehed, the war broke out. 

David made his regular blood 
donations at the Red Cross 
Blood Bank and last year he be- 
came an American citizen. 

His wife wrote him at first that 
everything was all right at the 
little farm. And then news did 
not come any more. David kept 
on praying.... 

Some months ago the first 
news trickled in. Two of his boys 
were o. k- 

A few weeks later the first bad 
news came. His little daughter, 
about 15 years old, had been 
forced to work in a munition fac- 
tory until she contracted typhoid 
fever. Still alive, she was put in 
the morgue of a concentration 
camp, where she lay for four 
days among hundreds of dead 
people. Regaining consciousness 
for a few moments, she managed 
to crawl out just on the day the 
camp was liberated by the Eng- 
lish troops. She had lost all of 
her hair, and the X-rays show a 
bad lung infection. 

But the worst was still to come 
for David. He wrote me a few 
days ago that his wife and five 
of his children probably perished 
in the gas chambers of the exter- 
mination camp of Oswieczim. He 
learned that his family was 
taken to this camp in 1944—and 
nobody sent to this camp ever 
came back.| 

David keeps on praying as hard 
as only a man of his religious 
spirit can ... maybe a wonder 
will happen ..- but the chances 
are slim indeed. 

He now lives at 928 Myrtle 
Avenue, Brooklyn.
